tribe in Oregon crouched, wailing, in 
a tepee, while outside waged a life- 
and-death fight between his 
father's 


people and a war party of Snake In- 
dians. The 
Snakes 
overcome 
the 


Umatillas, killing every man of them. 
As the conquerors were about to re- 
sume their march after plundering the 
camp of their victims a warrior heard 
the baby's cries-, snatched the 
little 


chap from the tepee, slung him across 
his horse's back and rode away. In 
time the warrior tired of carrying the 
scared baby on bis horse. 
So he 


dropped him at the door of a Plute 
lodge. 


There the youngster was cared for 


and.was adopted as a member of the 
inmates' 
family. 
He 
was named 


"Ehegante," a title the white man aft- 
erward shortened to "Egan." And by 
the .latter name he is best known to 
history. 
Egan grew to be a 
man- 


nificent specimen of manhood. From 
early youth he showed himself a ruler 
of men. At twenty he married 
the 


daughter of a chief, and soon 
after- 


ward became leader 01 one of 
the 


Plute tribes. He won fame in a se- 
ries of fierce campaigns against neigh- 
boring Indians and later fought with 
desperate valor against the white fron- 
tiersmen and Gen. Crook's troops. 


^Stolen Child Becomes Chief. 


In 1872 he led his wandering tribe 


to the reservation near Malheur, in 
Eastern Oregon, where about a thou- 
sand Bannock, Plute and Snake In- 
dians were already gathered. There 
Egan met Major Parish, the local In- 
dian age&t. The two men became 
'warm':3irfends. At Parish's 
request 


Egan laid aside all ideas of 
future 


•warfare and taught his people to he- 
come farmers. So great was his in- 
fluence with the Plutes that he actual- 
ly got them to drop their wandering 
life and take to agricultural work. The 
•Indian department 
at 
Washington 


•looked on this as a triumph, and prais- 
ed Egan to the skies: 


Egan backed Parish's authority in 


everything. 
When 
Oytes, a Plute 


"medicine man," urged the tribe to 
throw away the hoe for the rifle and 
declared himself proof against 
any 


bullet, Egan seized the medicine man 
by the throat, dragged him before Par- 
ish and bade the agent test the boast 
by firing a bullet at Oyte's heart.. The 
medicine man wilted at this unexpect- 
ed .calling of his bluff. 
Confessing 


himself an impostor, he agreed to stop 
preaching war and to go to work at 
farming. 


Then in 1876 came trouble. Parish 


•was 
removed 
from 
the 
Malheur 


agency by government orders and an 
agent named Rinehart was sent out 
to take his place. By this time most 
of Egan's tribe were working industri- 
ously and their children were going to 
school. Egan was angry at the new 
man's appointment as agent. He had 
heard that Rinehart 
secretly 
sold 


•whisky to Indians, that he was a 
grafter and a slave-driver. And the 
new agent apparently did little to re- 
move the distrust and hatred with 
•which the Plutes received him. He 
broke his promises to them, treated 
them cruelly and unfairly, in a dozen 
•ways made their lives a burden, and 
quite destroyed the pleasant, friendly 
relations between the natives and the 
local white men. 
Egan pleaded for 
tis people's rights. Rinehart retorted: 


"If you don't like my ways you can 


.get out." 


The Plutes took him at his word. 


They decamped. 
Leaving Malheur 


they went to Stein 
mountain and 


there ran across a band of Bannock 
Indians who had taken to the war- 
path. The Bannocks urged the Plutes 
to join them against the white men. 
Egan refused, and implored \ his peo- 
ple to keep the peace. But they were 
too much 'enraged at Rinehart's in- 
justice to obey him. When he still 
held out for peace they deposed him 
and made Oytes their leader. This 
•was too much for even so loyal a 
friend of the government as Egan had 
proved himself to be. He changed his 
mind and consented to act as war 
chief for his people. 


i 
Ehegante Goes on Warpath. 


' Then the Plute-Bannock confederacy 
swept down upon the settlers, Egan at 
the head of his once peaceful tribe. 
In battle after battle he led his war- 
riors, fighting valiantly against the 
•white men, but more than once sav- 
ing the lives of soldiers and frontiers- 
men whom his braves had captured. 
The Plutes followed their adored chief 
as "eagerly in battle as they had in 
peace. And his name became a terror 
along the frontier. Finally the 
In- 


dians were beaten and the war was at 
an end. 
Just as peace had again 


dawned, an Umatilla 
scout, 
TJma- 


pine by name, went to the Plute camp 
in the Blue Hills of Oregon and killed 
Egan. Dr. Fitzgerald, an army sur- 
geon, who had long known Egan and 
had admired his brain power, sent the 
dead chief's head as a specimen to the 
medical museum at Washington. -.To 
the Plutes this act seemed the most 
terrible of insults. 


The government, by sending 
the 


wrong man to 
rule 
the Malheur 


agency, had turned a powerful chief 
and tribe from trustful friends to bit- 
ter foes. By taking the head of Egan 
instead of allowing him ceremonious 
.native burial, the authorities commit- 
ted one more of the countless acts by 
iwbich they widened the breach 
be- 


tween white man and savage.

Finally a specialist,

no work but lead an idle, care-free life for many months. 
1 insisted on know- 


ing exactly what the matter was, and they finally told me that f had a peculiar 


nervous disease which affected the heart and th.ey could 
only promise me at most two years to live, if I were 
very careful. I might go off at any time if I continued 
working as hard as I had been doing. 


"After several minutes I somehow managed to 
thank the doctors for their frankness and I went out 
into the sunshine. I knew I.couldn't make any of the 
changes tb.e doctors insisted upon for I was only twenty 
and utterly dependent on my own eaniingsxwhicn. were 
not very large. So I had to decide to try to live my life 
one day at a time, never looking beyond, and give-and 
take as much of the sweetness of life as possible in 
the time I had. 
"I worked hard for I was ambitious and rose 


steadily in the office where I was employed and tried 
to forget myself and the future as much as possible. 
Unless you have been in such a position, it is almost 
impossible to realize what it means to go to bed and 
know that perhaps you will never see the morning; to 
spend a pleasant evening with a friend and know when 
you part that it may be for the last time. All the thou- 
sand and one things that are so dear to us become little 


deaths to you when you know that you may be using or looking on them for 
the last time. I used to say that the person most vitally concerned should 
certainly be told if death were imminent but now I think otherwise. 
Our 
bodies are such wonderful things that even 
the 
cleverest physicians are 


sometimes wrong in their predictions, and, in my case, things suddenly take 
a turn for the better when least expected. 
"Somehow my doctors were wrong, and last year the same specialist 


congratulated me on my wonderful improvement, which was quite unaccount- 
able, and now I have every expectation of living to a good old age. 
But even 


now in the silences of the night the old horror comes to me. 


"So this is why I say in the great majority of cases people should not 
know if the long journey is at hand. If there are things which affect the 
living and which ought to be settled up, then, 
of 
course, the plain facts 


should be told, but in every other case I think it,is better to let anyone slip 
hopefully and unknowingly into the great beyond." 
' 


Aside-from its contribution to the original subject, I like this letter be- 


cause of its lesson on the fallibility of doctors. 
Doctors are about the finest class of men in the world, but they are men. 


Therefore fallible. 
Moreover, 1 think the average doctor is more inclined to 


exaggerate than minimize the seriousness of a case. That is perfectly logical 
and natural. First, because that makes a patient more likely to follow direc- 
tions; second, as self-insurance in case of a serious outcome; and third, be- 
cause they get more credit if thev do cure. 


Courage, then, comrade, don't let the most expensive specialist of the 


world rob you of hope. While there's life there's hope, and while there's 
hope there's usually life.

What the State Is to do for the 


Farmer. 


Wisconsin has taken steps to solve 
the problem of providing appropriate 
credit 
facilities for the landowner. 
The session of the legislature lately 
adjourned enacted a land mortgage 
association act designed to give more 
currency to the 
security 
based on 
land—the land mortgage. 
If the em- 
bition of the legislature is realized, 
farmers and settlers will he able to 
borrow money upon more appropriate 
terms. 
Short time loans with high 
commission charges and interest rates 
in vogue in portions 
of Wisconsin 


only partially improved, as well as in 
other states in similar sstages of de- 
velopment, are inconsistent with the 
.needs and progress 
of the farmer 
especially the pioneer. 
The settler on wild 
or cut over 
land, no matter how fertile and pro- 
ductive the soil Inay he, cannot in 
three or live years sink the purchase 
price of his land. Allowed 'only the 
short time loan, he is hampered in 
his progress by renewals and the at- 
tendant uncertainties. 
In many 
in- 
stances the loan is allowed to run on 
after maturity of the mortgage, if in- 
terest payments have been promptly 
met, but as often the borrower is re- 
quired to pay up. 
This latter requirement makes nec- 
essary the negotiation 
of 
another 


loan, most often through loan agen- 
cies, 
with 
additional 
commission 
charges arid probably incresed inter- 
est rates. 
These hardships the bor- 
rower must submit to or incur fore 
closure. 
Then, too, under the pres 
ent system of loaning 
in northern 
Wisconsin, the principal remains un- 
paid and intact at the end o£ the mort- 
gage period. 
No privilege of install- 


ment payment is accorded the bor 
rower. 
Other conditions, detrimental to the 
progressive development of Wiscon 
sin, arise because of the limited cur- 
rency of land 
mortgage 
securities 
Hundreds of settlers 
locating two, 
three or four years since on land in 
some of our fertile northern counties 
find themselves unduly restricted be 
cause of lack of ready money. 'I'heir 
farms, generally, • are mortgaged 
foi 


the purchase price, which was the 
price of wild or cut over land. Any 
where from twenty to lifty acres have 
been cleared by the settler during his 
occupancy, and this improvement ha;, 
doubled or better than doubled the 
value of the acres so improved. Hut 
even with this increased value—his 
addiional basis for credit—the settler 
finds it: difficult to secure a loan com- 
mensurate .with 
his 
security 
and 


which will enable him to retire the 
purchase price liens and furnish him 
with a balance of much needed capi- 
tal to equip and stock his farm. This 
condition discourages the settler in 
his undertaking. 
The returns 
from 


the fractional part of his land cleared 
and under cultivation must go to meet 
the payments he has obligated him- 
ielf to make. 'During the early year.s 
of his settlement none of his returns 
can be applied for 
permanent im- 


provement purposes. 
Without an ad- 


ditional loan lie cannot acquire horses 
and other beasts of burden or ma- 
chinery to lighten Iris work; lie can- 
not stock his farm and experience the 
sncouragement of a monthly or semi- 
monthly milk or cream check. Dur- 
ing this critical period the settler1 is 
^essentially a dishurser without the 
opportunity of applying a part even 
"if his income to improve and stock 
his farm and thereby increase his re- 
turns. 


The State Board of Public Affairs 


'MIK recently made an investigation in 
oorlions of northern Wisconsin and 
finds the conditions above described 
.o prevail in the 
districts 
studied. 


The 
investigation 
further 
div%u!ges 
.hat these conditions to a great ex- 
tent are the result of inappropriate 
uid inadequate credit facilities. Many 
•>f the banks in that section, of the 
Hate have responded to their capac- 
ity to assist the settlers. They are 
loaded with mortgages. 
They rarely 
make loans running for a period in 
excess of five years. 
They are not 
'n a position to sufficiently finance 
-ho settler. 


What is needed, both hanker and 
settler say, is a system whereby land 
mortgages can attain 
greater cur- 
rency—a system whereby the mort- 
gage charge can ,be laid for a longer 
period of time and can be converted 
alto a security realisable at any time 
'.n the general market, thereby bring- 
ing money from the overstocked cen- 
'.ers to the centers where it is needed 
ind can be profitably used. 


The land mortgage association act 


is designed to meet and satisfy these 
needs. 
The act makes possible the 
granting of loans ranging Irom ten 
to twenty or thirty years in duration. 
It secures to the borrower the import- 
ant privilege of malting small semi- 
annual or annual 
payments on the 
principal or any part thereof at any 
interest paying date or upon 
sixty 
days' notice. 
Ijoans under the plan 


of this act, so long as the borrower 
lives up to his obligation, are not 
subject to recall. 
With the amortiza- 
tion or installment payment privilege, 
the borrower, at the end of the mort- 
gage period, has cleaned up both in- 
terest and principal. 
For 
example, 
by paying $46.So 
semi-annually, or 


|i!)3.C)G annually, for a period of twen- 
ty years, the borrow'er can completely 
wipe out a loan of $1,000 at 7 per cent 
interest. 
Many of the mortgages in 
northern Wisconsin today, figuring in 
commissions and drafting of papers 
running down of abstracts, renewals, 
etc., cost the borrower 7% to 10 per 
cent interest annually. Interest pay- 
ments at such rates are as high and 
in extreme cases, even higher than 
the amortization or installment pay- 
ments which in the course of time 
wipe out both interest and principal.

greatest men. He 
was 
not elected to this position nor did 
lie obtain it by ^guessing which way 
the prominent railway stock might 
jump. Other American giants may 
fail to receive a majority and shrink 
into common tax payers; they may 
absorb one railway too many and re- 
tire to obloquy a few jumps ahead 
of the grand jury. But Edison goes 
placidly on increasing his size each 
year; and he wil! continue to do so 
as long as electricity enjoys the pop- 
puliirity which it do.es at the present 
time. 
Edison started life selling peanuts 
on the Grand Trunk railway at the 
ago of twelve in 18H9, from which, 
with the aid of mathematics in its 
present highly 'perfected state, we 
may easily cliiduce the fact that lie 
he is now sixty-six years 
of age. 
He published a newspaper at the 
age of fifteen and learned telegraphy 
a year later, but lost many jobs be- 
cause of his 
fondness for reading 
while some operator at the other end 
of the line was frantically pounding 
away in an effort to attract . his at- 
tention. In fact, at this period Edi- 
son was so unsuccessful that, he had 
to take up inventing. The field was 
remarkably broad at that time, very 
few things worth while having been 
invented and Edison was soon busy 
clay and night. -He invented the tele- 
graph repeater ancl the stock ticker, 
and sold them for a small fortune. 
This was the most perilous point 
in Edison's career. Cut he passed 


safely through it. He did not buy 
an automobile, ?.o to Europe or es- 
tablish his family 
in 
-society. 
He 


did not buy a carload .of assorted 
mining stock or go to New York and 
try to put a permanent crimp in'Wall 
street. Instead, lie tool-: his $40,000 
and went to New Jersey, w.hich at 
that time was infestc'tl with noth- 
ing worse than m.osquitos. There he 
built a laboratory and began to work 
nil 
an 
intimate acquaintance with 
electricity, which was then almost 
a stranger in our midst. 


Edison has remained in New Jer- 
sey ever since. He lias made three 
hundred 
inventions, 
including 
the 
phono'graph the telephone transmit- 
ter, tbe aerophone, the megaphone, 
the incandescent lamp, (he moving 
picture and the long distance storage 
battery. He has become very rich 
indeed, but this is not often men- 
tioned. Ho is more interesting than 
his bank account; 


E;lison was never elected to any 
office. 
Nobody knows what clubs he 
belongs to. 
He does- not play golf, 
and few people have seen him in ev- 
ening clothes. He is a genius, and 
the proof of it is that Ire works for 
twenly hours a day for long stretch- 
es. 


In 1S7G. says his biographer, Edi- 
son's health failed. This, is impor- 
tant information, and thousands of 
Americans w.ould give • much to ac- 
quire 
the .same 
brand of rickety 
health. A busted constitution which 
will keen its owner happy and busy 
twenty hours a day for forty years 
is a boom greatly to be desired.

JOSHUA, THE NEW LEADER 


(The Story.) 
The generation of the Exodus was 
dead but the incalculable gains o£ its' 
travail in the wilderness were trans- 
mitted to the new generation, which; 
stood on the 
threshold 
ot Canaan. \ 
Tliev received as a legacy an ethical 
code", a ritual, a theocractic govern- 
ment and the story of tire wanders 
God did in the wilderness.

time when Israel was to be chiefly re-! 
ceptive was passed. 
With the spoils, 


of twenty generations, the nation was 
on the point of projecting itself into a 
new arena. "Conquest!" was the key- 
note now. In this emergent situation 
tile 'rail was for. a great, determined, r 
tactful, inspiriational leader. Joshua 
was .lehovoah's savior for his people.] 
Good blood coursed his veins. He had| 
drunk the bitter cup of servitude. He 
saw the plagues and the miracles of 
the Exodus. He became "Jloses1 min-, 
ister." 
lie alone went part way tip 
Sinai with Israel's mediator, and was 
iirst to greet him as he descended the, 
mount. TFc learned the art of war. He 
had already conquered the whole ter-j 
ritory east of the .Jordan, and installed 
the two tribes and the half tribe in 
their 
possessions. 
Thus 
it was no 
novice who was stepping to the fore 
in this crisis hour. 
With quiet dig- 
nity and consciousness of his personal 
res'ources, Joshua took up the reins of 
government as tlie natural successor 
of Moses. His very first move proves 
him experienced commander.

The 
formal announcement of Moses' death 
is suggestive that a new type of leader 
is required. Jehovah orders the cross- 
ing of the Jordan and the invasion of 
Canaan. 
Comforting assurances of. 
success are mingled with tlie general 
orders.' The boundaries of the terri- 
tory to be conquered are defined. The 
divine constancy to Moses is cited as

Joshua. 
Only he is to be strong and 
courageous. These

terms. It is not strength and firmness

Joshua

The Bible for a lont 
while alone preserved the record q 
the Hittites among the nations, and it 
was supposed by hostile criticism to 
be in error 
in exaggerating the im- 
portance of what was judged to be a 
small tribe. Recent explorations and 
discoveries confirm

Bible, and 
show the Hittites to be a powerful 
nation, the dominant one of Syria, ex-

Egypt and the East. To afford rest is 
a 
very 
beautiful

significant 
phrase. It means to cause to rest in 
a "secure dwelling-place, after the long 
and restless wandering through tlie 
wilderness. In dangerous duties and 
circumstances there is no better com- 
fort than when one has a call to the 
position from God. The first revela- 
tion of God after the death of Moses 
installs .Joshua formally in his office, 
gives him double commission; to lead 
the people into the promised land, and 
to distribute this among them; renews 
the assurance of divine aid, and ad- 
monishes to steadfast fidelity toward 
Clod's law and 
imperturbable 
confi- 
dence in him. Could anything be more 
comprehensive or apt?
